Dayton, Ohio, August 24.—A prom- 
ise to prove, in his address at Pitts- 
burg next Thursday, his charges 
that the republicans were gathor- 
s ing a $15,000,000 campaign fund, was 
made by Governor Cox, democratic 
presidentia) candidate, prior to his 
dtparture late tonight on another 
speaking tour. He will make ad- 
dresses’tomorrow at Princeton and 
Evansville, Ind. and speak at 
Pittsburg Thursday night. 

The statement of Governor Cox

“Senator Harding denies my 
charges about the campaign und 
the senatorial oligarchy is raising. 
I am prepared 6 believe that he 
knows nothing about a lot of things 
‘that are going on around him. This 
reveals the very dangerous sympton 
which I have ben discussing. In my 
Pittsburg speech this week I will 
advise the country as to matters of 
hich the senator claims to be“igno- 
rant ahd I will prove my charges.” 

Ready to Face Probers. 

Governor Cox also sent a tele- 
gram tonight to Senator eKnyon, re- 
publican, Iowa, chairman of the sen- 
ate campegign investigating cowpit- 
tee, assuring him of assistan@e in 
bringing out the facts. 

“In addition to my statement ir 
Pittsburg,” sald Governor Cox's tel- 
egram in response to one from Sen- 
ator Kenyon, requesting informa- 
tion, “I will send to your committee 
such leads for information as I pos- 
sess. It will be my purpose to as- 
sist you in every possible way.”

Faced by the Dupes 
Of ‘Wizard’ Ponzi 
Assets of Boston Walling- 
ford Rapidly Dwindle. 


Lie Passed Three Times 
at Investigation. 


Boston, August 24.—A payment 
of less than 50 cents on the dollar 
to the creditors of Charles, Ponzi's 
get-rich-quick scheme, [f official 
estimates of his liabilities are cor- 
rect, was indicated by hig state- 
ment of assets at the receiver's 
hearing today. Assuring the fed- 
eral receivers that he had disclosed 
all he knew, Ponzi told of assets 
which Robert G. Dodge, counsel for 
the receivers, declared were “not 
worth anywhere near $3,000,000.” 
The official estimate of his liabili- 
tles, made after an audit of his ace 
counts, stands at $7,000,000. Ponzi 
said he thought this was in error. 
He claimed that he was solvent and 
had nearly $4,000,000 of assets to 
meet his liabilities, which he set 
at $3,900,000. 

The hearing was a stormy one at 
times. Daniel H, Coakley, counse) 
for Ponzi, surrendered to the re- 
ceivers to assist in meeting credit- 
ars’ claims checks for $25,000 each 
which had been given to him and to 
Daniel V. McIsaac, associate coun- 
sel, as retaining fees. He said that 
when he took the money he thought 
Ponzi was a millionaire, at now 
he wanted everything to go to the 
creditors. He call upon the re- 
ceivers and their counsel to join 
with him in working without fee, 
but his challenge was not ac- 
cepted. 

Edward A. Thurston, 
receivers, remarked: 

“If you thought this man had a 
million dollars left, do you sup- 
pose anybody thinks you would 
have only got $25,000?”

Passenger Rates Placed 
on Same Basis as Those 
Authorized by Interstate 
Commission. 


DECISION REACHED 
IN TUESDAY MEETING 


Passenger Fares In- 
creased 20 Per Cent, But 
Will Not Apply to Roads 
Now Charging 5- Cents 
Per Mile. 


The Georgia railroad commission, 
Tuesday afternoon, handed down an 
order authorizing increases in intra- 
State freight and passenger rates 
and other carrier charges, placing 
the rateg for Georgia upon the same 
basis as those authorized by the in- 
terstate commerce commission, 

The decision of the railroad com- 
mission was made in executive ses- 
sion. It provides that theitnew rates 
may become effective on and after 
September 1, 1920, by the filing of 
blanket supplements not less than 
three days prior to the effectiveness 
of the increases. 

Freight charges under the order 
may be advanced 25 per cent on all 
commodities except brick, cotton 
and cotton linters. 

Passenger Fares. 

Passenger fares, excesS baggage 


charges, etc.. may be increased 20 | 


per cent, under certain conditions. 

A surcharge is authorized on 
sleeping and parlor cars of 50 per 
cent of the rate charged for space, 
the increased charges accruing to 
the rai] carriers. 

Milk and cream, which are usual- 
ly carried on passenger trains, wil) 
be subjected to an inrcease in car- 
riage rates of 20 per cent. 

The increase jin passenger fares 
of 20 per cent shall not apply on 
roads in special groups now author- 
ized to charge 5 cents per mile. 

The decision of the railroad com- 
mission, which follows in full, sets 
forth, the necessity for increased 
revenues by the steam lines of the 
State because of advanced prices of 
material, higher cost of operation, 
ete, evidence. of which wage pre- 
sented to the commission by rai}- 
road representatives, chambers of 
commerce and tariff bureaus. This 
voluminous record was investigated 
fully by the commission in execu- 
tive Session, after due notice had been 
given of the hearing and the appli- 
cation of railroads for advanced 


rates. 
Commision’s Statement. 

The statement of the failroad 
commission follows: ' 

In Re—Application of al] steam railroads 
in Georgia for authority to make effective 
on August 26, 1920, the same percentages 
of advances and the same increases in all 
intrastate rates, fares and charges, within 
thig siate as have been authorized and per- 
mitted by the interstate commerce com- 
mission in respect to interstate rates, fares 
and charges of carriers operating in soutb- 
ern group, as defined and set forth by the 
interstate commerce commission in proceed- 
ing before {t, designated as Ex Parte 74: 

An informal hearing and conference with 
representatives of carriers, shippers, boards 
of trade, chambers of commerce and traf: 
fic bureaus in respect to the above mentiou- 
ed application, aiter due notice to the pub- 
lic, was held by this commission on Au- 
gust 17. There has been filed with the 
commission stenographic reports of the <-vi 
dence before the interstate commerce com- 
mission and copies of its report and order 16 
the matter. A member of this commissiet 
attended the hearings by the interstate 
commerce commission and has reported there- 
on to this commission. 

This commission is satisfied from the rec- 
ord that because of increased costs of oper- 
ations arising out of advances in wages 
and in the prices of materials, supplies and 
equipment, and the apparent decreased pur- 
chasing power of the dollar, as also the 
vecessity wrising out of the mandatory prv- 
visions of the federal transportation act of 
1920 requiring for the time being such 
rates, fares and charges as will earn, with 
honest, econemical and efficient manageme:.t 
and reasonable expenditures for mainte- 
nance of way, eatructures and equipment, an 
aggregate annual ve® railway —s in- 
come, equal as nearly as may to 6 per 
cent per annum on the aggregate value of 
the railway property of such carriers hela 
for and used in transportation service, op- 
erating revenues in excess of those prodaced 
by existing rates, fares and charges,- must 
be provided. 

It is also convinced that there is imme 
diate need of such additional revenues tn 
order that more efficient transportation 
services may be afforded to the public at 
the earliest possible date, The reasons re, 
quiring increases in rates applying on in 
terstate traffic seemingly require similar 
treatment of the rates on intrastate traffic.

Cordele, Ga., August 24.—(Special.) 
Speaking before the largest audi- 
ence that eVer assembled at a po- 
litical meeting in Crisp county, 
packing the two floors of the court- 
house, while more than a hundred 
people were unable to get even 
Standing room, Governor Dorsey de- 
livered a powerful adress here at 11 
o’clock this morning, concluding 
with a fervent, eloquent appea) “c. 
true democracy and 100 per cent 
Americanism, that swept the great 
throng literally to its feet, 

He concluded the meeting with an 
old-fashioned democratic .lovefeast, 
Such aS has never been seen before 
in Georgia in many years. It was 
an inspiring demonstration, and 
more than one old veteran of democ- 
racy had tears streaming down his 
cheeks as he shook the governor’s 
hand and pledged a new allegiance 
to the party of the fathers, the sa)- 
vation of the south in recon- 
Struction, and the hope of America 
and the world today. 

It was a representative farmers’ 
audience that greeted the governor 
here, there being scores of former 
Watson and Smith followers among 
the hearers, and not less than fifty 
heretofore Smith leaders, and not a 
few of the Watson supporters, 
rushed up to him at the conclusion 
of the address and declared they 
wold vote for him and work for 
him from now until the date of the 
primary. 

“Yes, and pray for you, too, Hugh,” 
said one motherly old Jady, who had 
followed her husband to the front, 
“for my boy fought and fell for his 


country, and. no man shall be uf- 


faithful to !t and get my prayers ér 
my husbands’ vote.”

The citizens of Crisp never aé- 
corded such an ovation before to 
any man, nor did they ever hear 
before such a ringing denunciation 
of demagogury and insurgency and 
radicalism and fanaticism. 

Governor Dorsey was introduced 
by Judge W. BR. Flemipg, county 
ordinary, who dwelt upon the true 
and undéfiled Americanism of Geor-

The great auditorium shook under 
the applause of the assembled crowad 
as he pointed to Govorner Dorsey 
and declared: ‘In peace he serve?

ANTIS DENOUNCING 
ACTION OF GOVERNOR 


“High-Handed Tactics 
and Unprecedented 
Methods” Are Alleged. 
Lawyers Call Governor’s 
Course Revolutionary. 


Federal Proclamation 
Announcing Ratification 
Expected in a Few Hours 


Washington, August 24.—Issu- 
ance of a proclamation by the 
State department, formally an- 
nouncing ratification by three- 
fourths of the states of the fed- 
eral suffrage amendment, is ex- 
pected by suffrage leaders within 
24 hours... Their prediction was 
based on Secretary Colby’s recent 
announcement that he was pre- 
pared to issue the proclamation 
as soon as he received the offi- 
cial notification from Governor 
Roberts, of Tennessee, which, dis- 
patches from Nashville said, was 
placed in the mails at noon to- 
day. 


Nashville, Tenn., August 24.—

Bombshell for Antis, 

Announcement this morning that 
Justice Lansden had issued the writ, 
followed an hour later by the state- 
ment that the governor had mailed 
the certification was a bombshell 
in the camp of the anti-suffraze 
forces and an agreeable surprise to 
the suffragists.

Attorney General Thompson filed 
the petition for the writ with Jus- 
tice Lansden at his residence last 
night on behalf of Governor Rob- 
erts, Secretary of State Stevens and 
Speaker Andrew Todd and Clerk W. 
M. Carter, of the senate, parties to 
the restraining order. The names of 
Seth Waiker, speaker of the house 
and opposition leader, and John 
Green, clerk of the house, also nam- 
ed in the injunction, were not on 
the petition presented the justice 
and it Was understood only Justice 
lansden, Governor Roberts and Mr. 
Thompson actually knew what was 
contemplated. 

Mr. Thompson argued the case be- 
for the justice and the writ was 
granted.

POLISH PEASANTS USE

Hunting Parties Organ- 
ized and Russians Are 
Being Chased Like Deer 
and Wild Boar — Thou- 
sands of Prisoners Taken | 


Warsaw, August 24—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Lomza, 75 miles 
northeast of Warsaw, and Bialystok, 
50 miles east of Lomza, have been 
recaptured by the Polish armies, 
says an official communication is- 
sued by the war office here today. 

In the remaining occupied sectors 
in the north the bolsheviki are 
crossing the Prussian frontier in 
great numbers. In this region the. 
18th and 334 bolshevik divisions 
have been smashed, and all of the 
54th division have been taken pris- 
oner. 

The Fifth Polish army, alone, op- 
erating en the northern front, has 
accounted for more than 20.000 pris- 
oners, including the staff of the 
18th and 54th divisions, says the 
communication. 

The military authorities announce 
that the various government dis- 
tricts of Poland, with the exception 
of Suwalki and Grodno, have been 
virtually cleared of the bolsheviki, 
some of whom, in the panic of re- 
treat, crossed into East Prussia, but 
whether they are interned is not 
known here. 

Many red detachments Rave béen 
cut off from retreat and are gradt- 
ally being gathered in. Peasants, 
armed with hunting clubs and 
scythes, are assisting the Polish se'- 
diers in the process of cleaning up.

“They .should have the right to 
deal collectively ‘with their em- 
ployers,”” it continues, “through 
committees .or representatives of 
their own selection. All labor dis- 
putes should be settled voluntarily 
or by arbitration and the award 
of such a board should be final and 
binding upon both parties. 

“It is intolerable that the trans- 
portation service of a city should 
be subject to occasional paralysis, 
whether by strikes or lockouts.” 

Should Reduce Capitalisation. 

A satisfactory solution of the 
problems of the industry cannot de 
reached without considering the 
fair valuatian of the properties, the 
report says. When this is done, it 
adds, companies should voluntarily 
reduce capitalization to the basis 
of that valuation.

Public Ownership on Just Basis. 


“If the reforms incident to pub- 
lic rezulation which we suggest in 
this report should not result in 
making private ownership ys eee 
tory to the public, such reforms 
should at least enable public own- 
ership to be established upon a just 
and equitable basis.” 

Vevelopment of: motor bus and 
jitney service has been “a. serious, 
although not a fatal competition,” 
to trolley lines, the commission 
finds, Where such conveyances are 
operated as public. carriers they 
should be subject to “equivalent 
regulatory provisions” with the trol- 
leys, the report adds, and declares 
that they might well be used to sup- 
plement trolley seryice to advan- 
tage. 

The cemmission recommends that 
special assessments against trolley 
companies for construction and 


also used as public highways be 
eliminated. It urges also that trol- 
ley extensions into new territory 
where property values were special- 
ly benefited should be paid for by 
assessment of such property “and 
that the amount of such assessments 
shold not be added to the physical 
vale of the corporate property.”

The feeling is that if 
there is any good in it, then they 
are perfectly willing to give it a 
trial, always with the understand- 
ing that none of their right§ as a 
nation would be jeopardized. There 
is quite a sentiment against any 
league at all,~but I think the ma- 
jority feel about as I have stated.” 
Still another observer, also a re- 
publican, says: 

“My inquiries lead me to believe 
that outside the ministry and the 
teaching profession there are few 
who favor the league as submitted 
to the senate by the president. But | 
T would hazard the guess that at! 
this time a considerable majority 
of the people of Maine would ap- 
prove the entrance of our country 
into the league with the senate 
reservations or the substance of 
them attached to the covenant, but 
not otherwise.

He is free again, therefore, 
to return to his fast car, to con- 
tinue to drink, to run down pedes- 
trians and to flee in prudent cow- 
ardice when he hits one. “If guilty 
men are to escape in such man- 
ner,” says Coroner Hoffman, “we 
might just as well stop holding 
inquests.”’ 

Criminal carelessness_ has. been 
the cause of most of the 273 deaths 
by automobile in Chicago since 
January 1. Lenience to the offend-, 
ing drivers is behind most of the 
carelessness. 

Sixty-horse power automobiles in 
the hands of speed lunatics are 
dangerous in the public streets. The 
lunatics should be confined. Appar- 
ently it is difficult to punish a 
well-dressed and “respectable” au- 
tomobile murderer. His contribu- 
tion is’ so evident—after the kill- 
ing. 

There is only one way to check 
the criminal responsibility of many 
drivers. That is by punishment 
that hurts.

HEALTH TALKS

SEX HYGIENE, 
A mother writes, evidently’ in 
&reat anguish, how she had reason 
to feel that her son, aged 17, need- 


ed counsel concerning his own wel- | 
fare, and how, after prolonged wor- | 


ry and anxiety, 
What she wished 
of a letter, sealed it, 
it to the boy with the request that 
he read it in privacy. The next 
morning she asked the boy if he 
understood and he said yes. But 
mother is still anxious and she 
writes to me about it. 

I don’t know, but I doubt that 
mother took the proper course. I! 
think she should have asked the 
family doctor or any good doctor 


She finally wrote 


to have’a quiet talk with the boy 


and give him such information as 
a boy should have. If for some un- 
usual reason this was not feasible. 
then the mother might have sought 
the aid of literature which is avail- 
able from various sources nowadays. 
The public health serywice, Washing- 
ton, D. C., sends on request free 
pamphlets on sex hygiene for boys 
and young men; or pamphlets for 
girls and young women. Every pro- 
ekressive state health department 
has the same pamphlets for free 
distribution. The American Social 
Hygiene association, Inc., 105 West 
Fortieth stréet, New York city. pub- 
lishes innumerable pamphlets ot 
every phase of the subject and 
makes only a nominal charge of a 
few cents for the pamphlets. 

It is quite evident, in many let- 
ters I receive from parents. that 
there is a sad misunderstanding of 
the vital facts even by parents. 
Therefore, the parent is not com- 
petent to undertake the instruction 
of son or daughter without the as- 
Sistance from some _ authoritative 
source. 

Most of the books, purporting to 
tell the truth about this subject 
err in various ways. Unimportant 
trifles are grasaly exaggerated: 
common and significant occur+ 
rences are miSrepresented and made 
to seem drendful: and the real dan- 
gers, Which are terrible enough. are 
rather concealed itn mvstical phras 
Or Vague suggestions. 

There is one thine absolutélyv es- 
tential in the jnstruction of vonung 
peonle concerning the truths of life. 
and that is frankness. You can't 
deceive a child for long 
the child finds out thet vov have 
misrepresented something of such 
paramount importance. what will be

all your teachings? 

Another serious aspect of the 
problem is the effort of unqualified 
teachers to impart such knowledge 
to children coming under their in- 
fluence, in ‘%ehool or in Sunday 
school. Unless the teacher has had 
special training fn this braneh of 
pedagogy he or she should not at- 
tempt to give such instruction. Cer- 
tainly the parent’s approval should 
be sought before anything of the 
kind is introduced to a class 
young people. .

This depends largely upon the early 
managément of the disease, which is 
as serlous as any disease a young 
man can have, though the poolroom 
halfwits and the cigar store sports 
and the other street loafers do not 
understand that—until they are 
hopelessly diseased. By cure I mean 
total eradication of the infection, 
not merely a temporary disappear- 
ance of the more prdnounced symp- 
toms. A cure is not to be consider- 
ed complete until careful micro- 
scopic examination by the physician 
has failed to demonstrate ronococci 
(the causative germs) after the ex- 
piratian of three months from the 
date of infection. This little pre- 
caution, so readily ne lected by hail 
fellows well met, would obviate 
some tragic occurrences in life if it 
were rigidly demanded. 

Ha ess of Drinking Water. 

We use water from an artesian 
well: It is pure, but very hard and 
rather constipatine- The tea kettle 
constantly shows a white deposit. 
A physician said constant use of 
this water would hasten old age and 
bardeninge of the arteries. Would 
You advise purchasine a filtering 
outfit? - (MRS. S&S D. HL) 

ANSWER—No. If the water is fit 
to drink, its hardness is of no con- 
sequence so far as health is con- 
cerned. Filtering would probably 
not Biter the hardness. Distillation 
would remove the Jr’ rdness. There 
is no reason to imarine that hard 
water has any such influence upon 
the arteries.

300 WOMEN HELD 
BY MENG BANDIT 


Several Americans Are 
Detained by Zamora. 
Government Forces Are 
Chasing Zamora. 


Mexico City, August 24.—Pedro 
Zamora, the bandit chief, whose men 
carried off a number of captives. 
including several American and 
British subjects from the town of 
Cuale, state of Jalisco, on August 
20, is being closely pursued by gov- 
ernment troops, said General Eduar- 
do C. Garcia, chief of staff at the 
|war department, tonight. He added 
the bandit’s followers were rapidly 
deserting and that “by the end of 
the month” not more than 15 or 20 
would remain of the band. 

Six Americans who were held by 
Zamora have been released, but 
there are several more still in his 
hands, and at least two British sub- 
jects are being held for ransom. 
It is possible the list of Americans 
and British captives is as yet in- 
complete. 

300 Women Captives. 

Information received here, while 
contradictory, would seem to indi- 
cate that upwards of 300 women are 
captives of the outlaws. |

New York, August 24.—Increased 
weakness of foreign exchange and

Rates of remittances continued to 
move against London, Paris and 
other important foreign centers, al- 
though the day’s advices dealing 
With European affairs should have 
been helpful to international credit 
conditions. 

Quotations on London fell almost 
10 cents under their recent maxi- 
mum and francs broke sharply. 
Further depreciation of sterling was 
‘again attributed to offerings of 
Grain bills by our exporters, while 
the Paris rate probably suffered as 
a result of the delay in announcing 
the settlement terms of the Anglo- 
French loan. 

Buying of rails, which assumed 
relatively large dimensions, was said 
to have emanated from substantial 
sources, who are supposed to fa- 
vor those properties because of the 
recent rate advances. Prominent 
features included the preferred issues 
of St. Louis Southwestern, St. Louis 
and San Francisco, Kansas City 
Southwestern and Western Mary- 
land.
